Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 19-38 are pending in the 
application, with 19, 24, and 31 being the independent claims. Claim 1 is sought to be 
cancelled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. New claims 
19-38 are sought to be added. These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, 
and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and 
rejections and that they be withdrawn. 



Rejection of Claim 1 

On page 1 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 
§101 for claiming the same invention as claimed in U.S. Patent No. 6,509,706 (double 
patenting). Applicants have cancelled claim 1 without prejudice to or disclaimer of the 
subject matter therein; thus, this rejection is moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal of 
this rejection are respectfully requested. 
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New Claims 19-38 



New claims 19-38 are sought to be added. These claims are believed to be 
patentable over the art of record for reasons similar to claims 1-4 in U.S. Patent No. 
6,744,320, of which the present application is a continuation. Consideration and 
allowance of new claims 19-38 are respectfully requested.
